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TEAMSTERS-GREEN CROSS SAFETY CRUSADE 
FINAL REPORT 

PRESS: 

The following editorial, published by the San 
Francisco Examiner, acclaimed the Teamsters- 
Green Cross Safety Crusade as "A SUCCESS." 

Subsequent reports from all areas indicate an 
even greater success. 

Deaths in traffic throughout the 49-County Crusade 
area declined 16 per cent during September and 
October. Indications are that this reduction will 
be continued through the Christmas holiday period. 
This has been done DESPITE THE FACT that 
traffic fatalities throughout the nation during the 
same months has shown an increase. 

The September song was s dirge for 3530 
Americans killed in traffic accidents--the 
greatest number of auto deaths in September in 
14 years!” ( Public Safe*v Magazine.) 

September marked the SEVENTH CONSECUTIVE 
MONTH that showed an increase in traffic fa¬ 
talities over Isst year. Nationally the September 
increase totaled IZ per cent. The October 
national figure has just been reported as the 
"highest in 18 years' by the National Safety 
Council. 

Credit, of course, for the considerable decline 
in Northern California cannot be taken entirely 
by the Safety Crusade. However, it is known 
that the impact of a safety activity expanded 
over a large area will produce a general accident 
reduction. This has been proved time and time 
again by the National Safety Council and other 
organizations. "It is certainly established in 
our mind,' says Earl F. Campbell, director of 
the Western Regional Office of the Council, 
that the Teamsters-Green Cross Safety Crusade 
was one of the outstanding single accident pre¬ 
vention activities every conducted anywhere." 




A Success 

HALF A MILLION northern Califomiina 
ligned At Teamsteri-Green Croai Safety 
Cruiade plad|e during a concentrated drive in 
September anil October. 

By their lipatnai each of the half million 
pronuaed: 

“To Huka every effort to drive and walk 
■afely and to regard the righta of otheri. To 
obierve all tra ffic rules and regulations to the best 
of my ability. To make courtesy my code, too!** 

We parti eularly like the promise contained 
in that last santence. The driver who is courteous 
—who praatisas simple good manners behind the 
wheel—is the driver seldom found in a hospital, 
police court or damage suit. Why does this fact 
never panatrata to the fellow, decent enough 
afoot, who tms arrogant the moment he 
anaconcea hinall in the two tons of powerful 
projectile than is an automobile? 

The Taainstars Union and National Safety 
Council hava earned congratulations for their 
campaign. Wt hope they have a bigger one next 
year and avery year.

PERIOD: 

The Public Participation section was conducted from September 
1 , 1955 , through October 31.1955. The Sections for Peace 
Officers, Students, and Teachers was carried on from September 
1 through December 1. 


ENTRANTS: 

More than 550,000 persons signed the public "courtesy" pledges. 

Approximately 2500 Northern California teachers entered 
essays in the special contest for teachers. 

Peace officer entrants entered approximately 900 essays, 
slogans, or traffic safety ideas. 

Students entered approximately 2500 essays on accident pre¬ 
vention. 


COST : 

The Western Conference of Teamsters and Joint Councils 7 
and 38 jointly contributed more than $25,000 to operational 
activities of the Safety Crusade. The San Francisco Chapter 
of the National Safety Council contributed the services of 
one of the staff member--at a total cost of $2250--to 
coordinate field activities from July 5, 1955 through November 
10. Other costs directly associated with the program amounted 
to $1800. 

The Eastbay Chapter of the National Safety Council contributed 
field services, photography, mailings, and special events with 
a total cost of $1100 during the Crusade. 

Costs to smaller Chapters: Stockton, Santa Clara, Sacramento, 
and Fresno amounted to a total of $850, 

Certain Teamster Union locals, notably 11^665, #588, and #960, 
gave considerable financial and personnel assistance that were 
necessary to the success of the Crusade. 

Local # 960 , in addition to donating $ 1000 to the scholarship 
fund for the student competition, donated the services of 
Brother Ken Tenney to Crusade activities. 

Local #665 assigned several business agents on a part-time

baiit and hired one nnan for a full two-week period to aiiiit 
in diitribution of Crusade materials. 

Local #588 directed field activities over a wide area under 
Brother Fred Irvin. (See separate report.) 


ACTIVITIES: 

200,000 bumper strips, bearing the slogan, "MAKE COURTESY 
YOUR CODE, TOO!" were distributed to firms, private 
agencies, and city, state and federal groups throughout 
Northern California. 

More than 200 large 24-sheet sign boards featuring the slogan 
were shown during and following the actual Crusade period. 

100,000 windshield decals featuring the slogan in a Crusade 
shield with the Teamster shop card and Green Cross were 
distributed. 

Several thousand column inches of newspapers were devoted 
to the Teamsters-Green Cross Safety Crusade activities. 

Hundreds of "spot" announcements--some featuring famous 
Hollywood personalities of screen and TV--were broadcast 
over radio and TV stations. 


A kineoscope featuring Governor Goodwin J. Knight and the 
Crusade activities was shown on 16 occasions over Northern 
California TV stations. 

Booths or sections of booths were taken at the California 
State Fair, Santa Clara County Fair, Fresno County Fair, 

San Joaquin County Fair, Kerman Fair, Oakland Home Show, 
Santa Crus County Fair, Merced County Fair, and at a 
Modesto parade, to distribute pledge cards and information 
about the Teamsters-Green Cross Safety Crusade. 

The Safety Crusade was given a big "kick-off" in many areas. 
Notable among these civic gatherings were those in San 
Francisco in April and September; Oakland, Berkeley, 
Richmond, San Jose, Hayward, and San Mateo in September 

The final event was a big safety parade up Market Street in 
San F'rancisco and an hour and a half long Television show 
over Station KGO on the eve of S-D (Safe Driving) Day. 

The show was terminated by announcement of the 28 winners 
m the drawing of public safety pledges that afternoon. 


CRUSADE HIGHLIGHTS: 


Many points during the Safety Crusade might well be termed 
high-lights.' Outstanding among these were the following: 


1. The complete cooperation of the Northern California 




Chapters of the NationsI Safety Council and the Wes¬ 
tern Region Office of th*; National Safety Council 
without whose assistance the Crusade could not have 
been successful. 

1 . Placement of Teamsters-Green Cross Safety Crusade 
bumper strips on all vehicles of city government in 
San Francisco, Oakland, Martinez, Richmond, Berkeley, 
San Mateo, Burlingame, San Jose, Fresno, Sacramento, 
Stockton, Chico, Eureka, Modesto, and many smaller 
cities. 

Placement of the bumper stirps on ail vehicles in the 
Northern California Command of the 6th Army. 

4. Placement of the bumper strips on all cab company 
vehicles in every major city and town. 

5. "Kick-offs" in so many cities and towns with whole¬ 
hearted cooperation of business and industrial groups. 

6. Editorial comment of major newspapers: San Francisco 
Enaminer: Oakland Tribune; and others. 

7. General radio and press coverage. Space and time that 
would cost many times the total cost of the Safety 
Crusade was donated freely. The public relations 
value to the Teamsters Unions is incalculable. 

8. The hundreds of favorable comments made publicly, 
by letter, or by telephone by teachers, peace officers, 
traffic court judges, civic leaders, Armed Forces 
leaders, and private citizens. 

9. The wholehearted participation by the many firms who 
donated prizes--some amounting to nearly $2,U00-- 
without which the great degree of public participation 
could not have been achieved. 

28 prize awards were donated to the general public; 
four major awards to peace officers; and five major 
awards to school teachers. $4200 in cash was donated 
by a number of firms (including the $1000 from 
Local #960) to be used for scholarships for winning 
students. 


SUMMARY: 

The Teamsters-Green Cross Safety Crusade offered a defi¬ 
nitely tough challenge to the two cooperating organizations. 
During the course of the Crusade certain questions pertinent 
to its complete success were answered favorably. One, of 
course, was the acceptance by the press and the radio cover¬ 
age. Both turned out to be favorable--even in many areas 
where there has been a definite anti-Labor history. 

The tremendous area covered offered another major challenge--

particularly in view of neceaiary itaff limitationi. From 
the onset it was decided to keep the staff at a minimum to 
conserve costs and allow the fullest possible weight of 
the Safety Crusade to be felt in the area. The only full¬ 
time person paid by the Crusade fund was the Secretary. 

Jack W. Soward, public relations director of the San 
Francisco Chapter, National Safety Council, moved into 
Crusade headquarters on July 5 and remained on the job 
until after November 10—a period of four months. His 
salary was paid entirely by the Safety Council. In 
addition he worked with Brother Ken Tenney of Local 11^960 
with intensive effort for a seven months period prior 
to the commencement of the actual Crusade. 

This work by Brother Tenney and Jack Soward was done 
primarily at night and on week-ends. It included writing 
complete planning actions, designing of Crusade materials, 
establishement of liason with various agencies (Peace Of¬ 
ficers, Teachers, Schools, and affiliated safety organiza¬ 
tions;) compilation of lists and contacts with firms for 
prize donations; and make-up and writing of Crusade 
brochures, information kits, instructions, and various 
posters. 

Despite the obstacles of distance and staff limitations 
the Crusade absolutely proved that such a venture can be 
successful if properly planned and directed. 


CONCLUSION ; 

An established safety organization within the Western 
Conference of Teamsters ought to be set up to capitalize 
on the extensive public relations value gained in the 
Crusade effort. This organization could be called the 
Teamsters Traffic Safety Department" or some other 
name aligned with the field of accident prevention. Each 
of the 11 Western States annually hold a "Governor's Traffic 
Safety Conference,' where representatives of the Teamsters 
Safety Department would take part in an official capacity-- 
as was done by Crusade representatives at the California 
Conference this year. The Teamsters Safety Department 
could act as liason between the Union and the Safety Coun¬ 
cils in the area and participate whenever possible in an 
official capacity with these important community groups. 

The Teamsters, as the primary users of the highways for 
commercial purposes, ought to maintain constant contact 
with the traffic planning and engineering agencies of the 
several states. 

Various promotion programs should be developed annually 
so the Teamsters Union will come to be recognized as a lead- 



ing exponent for proper traffic training. These promotions 
could include the Teen-Age Roadeos; driver training pro¬ 
grams in the schools; Hot Rod Club activity; development 
of booths for fairs; window displays; motion pictures for 
use by safety groups; TV bhorts on traffic safety; radio 
spot announcements; special events--such as the Teamster- 
Green Cross Safety Crusade; parades, and public or internal 
contests with adequate prizes. 

The "Right to Work* bills--a constant threat to organized 
labor--ran be combated indirectly through such public 
service ventures as the Safety Crusade. The year 'round 
continuation of an actively operating safety program-- 
particularly with the established cooperating organization 
--would constitute an exceptional service to the public 
and establish a high degree of excellent relations with 
that public.

pNE OF the most thorough traffic aafety cam- 

paigna ever drawn will be put on in northern 
California thia autumn by the Teamatera Union 
and National Safety Council. 

Called the Teamater-Green Croaa Safety 
Cruaade, the campaign calla for diatribution of 
2,000.000 individual aafety pledgea to the public. 

There will be 100,000 windahield atickera; 50,000 
fluoreacent bumper atripa; 250,000 poatera. The 
drive will be publiciied through all media. 

Further to capture public attention, every 
aigner of a aafety pledge will have a chance at 
winning a trip for two to the Orient. Prizea of 
aimilar magnitude will be given eaaay winnera 
among atudenta, teachera and peace officera. 

The full S25,000 bill for thia will be paid by 
membera of the Teamatera Union. They know 
how important ia traffic aafety. for they are the 
men who drive commercial vehiclea in city atreeta 
and on the highwaya. Aa Dave Beck, their general 
preaident, put it in a recent apeech here, they are 
determined to do their part to win "the war 
America haa never won ‘ —■ the war againat 
accidenta. 

The Examiner ia enliated for the duration in 
thia war, too. A primary reaaon for the campaign 
of thja and other Hearat Newapapera for better 
roada ia to reduce the aickening traffic toll. The 
Teamatera and National Safety Council can count 
on our aupport.

My clerk just walked In with the brochure on the 
Teamster Green Cross Safety Crusade which Judge Caulfield 
apparently Intended that I receive on May 17th. 

Let me first say that I think It Is the great¬ 
est thing 1 have evrr run Into on traffic safety. You 
and the Western Conference of Teamsters are cetalnly to 
be congratulated. After six months In the Traffic Court 
I can't think of any better means of creating Interest 
and getting over the message of safety to the people than 
a campaign such as yours. 

In the first place, we are all human; we are not 
apt to give our Interest to anything unless we think It 
will be to our advantage. Therefore, the giving of these 
very large and worthwhile prizes will first create such 
an Interest, having attracted the attention of the drivers 
and people of northern Callfornle to the traffic safety 
program, then the more substantial Interest of what traffic 
safety will mean to them can be brought home. 

The traffic courts are In no position to do this 
type of public relations. We can only do It with those 
who have already been Issued citations, and In most cases 
they are not In too happy a mood to get any benefit out 
of a traffic safety program. 

While I am no longer sitting In Traffic Court 
I cannot help feel that this Is one of the greatest things 
that could have happened In the traffic safety program. 

Once again my congratulations and best wishes.

Since one of the primary goals of the Teamster Unions is the oom- 
plets Jurisdiotion oTer the economic welfare of the men and women working 
in the automotlTe and allied fislds of labor, this program should spear- 
haad and act as a principal incentlTe in a widespread organizational drlTe 
to bring thousands of non-union shops into the fold—thereby bringing a 
fair wage and better standard of liTlng and Improved conditions of dally 
work to these unrepresented people. Its nature is such that most of the 
non-union shop employers in the larger cities and towns will be well and 
favorably acquainted with it far in advance of calls by business repre¬ 
sentatives . 

The creation of a direct service to promote the business of union 
shop employers and to give non-union shops an inoentive to sign union 
contracts could prove permanently beneficial throughout the Jurisdiotion 
of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, This service, in addition, 
could prove to be of great value in building and continuing a high mutual 
respect for the Teamster labor movement both among employers and the general 
public. It could act as a primary aid in establishing a dignified and highly 
raspeoted public relations program since it is designed to benefit not only 




the Onion and the employwsa it repreaenta but the general public and 


the euatomera and frlandi of labor who support the firm displaying the 
Onion Shop Card. 

The program. In addition to the prior Hated merits, should result 
In a substantial reduction In the high annual traffic fatality and Injury 
rates that take suoh a heaTy toll among the general public and among 
Teamster Onion members and their families. 

The benefits of the far-reaohlng program should effect a pronounced 
and beneficial regard for the promoting organizations. It will be a 
long range affair In that It will establish In the minds of hundreds of 
thousands of children the Idea that the Teamster Onion and the oooperatlng 
Safety groups deTeloped and operated s workable program aimed st ImproTlng 
the physical and eoonomlc welfare of both the ehlldren and their parents. 

As the years pass It Is highly likely that large numbers of these youngsters 
will either become Onion members or employers. Their farorable opinion of 
the humane alms and principles of the Tesmsters Union Is sponsoring suoh a 
program should proTe of outstanding benefit.

1. Aiilat In Mking arrangements for looal distribution of material » to 
schools, polloe departments and ths general publlo. 

f. Assist In preparation and/or distribution of news releases, photos, spot 
announoements and TV slides. 

3. Assist in arranging meetings and speaker's engagements. 

4. Assist in arranging press oonferenoes, radio and TV interriews and special 
edition stories in the papers. 

6. Assist in, and hare suitable representatires at, final prise award dinners 
or other functions. 

6. Use their own house organs to giwe their membership and interested persons 
full information of the aims and purposes of the Teamster-Green Cross Safety 
aotiTity. 

7. Select looal area Judges for the various contest phases. Forward the out¬ 
standing entries to the Contest Headquarters in San Pranoisoo for considera¬ 
tion by the final Judging.
